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Kissinger Plans 
Visit to Cairo 


WASHINTON (APi - Sec­ 
retary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger plans to visit Cairo and 
possibly Jerusalem and other 
Mideast capitals in a bid to 
speed negotiations between Is­ 
rael and its Arab foes, officials 
said Tuesday night. 
Kissinger probably will go on 
from 
the 
Mideast' to China, 
where he is scheduled to meet 
with Chinese leaders in Peking 
beginning Nov. 10. 
The Kissinger mission to the 
Egyptian capital was to have 
been announced at the White 
House on Wednesday after Is­ 
mail Fahmy, the acting Egyp­ 
tian foreign minister, met with 
President Nixon. 
Kissinger originally was due 
in Peking this month, but the 
conflict in the Mideast caused 
him to postpone the trip. In­ 
stead, he flew to Moscow Oct. 
20 at the behest of Soviet Com­ 
munist Party Leader Leonid I. 
Brezhnev to 
help develop a 
joint U.S.-Soviet cease-fire posi­ 
tion at the1 United Nations. 
The fact that Kissinger had 
plans in motion to visit Cairo 
even before Mrs. Meir saw the 
President added new evidence 
that 
the 
United 
States 
will 
press Israel to yield Egyptian 
territory captured after the ini­ 
tial U.N. cease-fire agreement 
of Oct. 22. 
Both the United States and 
the Soviet Union have pledged 
their “ good offices” to expedite 
negotiations between Israel and 
Egypt on a permanent Mideast 
settlement. 
Washington clearly was play­ 
ing 
a 
dominant 
role, 
while 
keeping Moscow informed. In 
that regard. Soviet Ambassador 
Anatoly F. Dobrynin called on 
Nixon at his Camp David, Md., 
retreat Tuesday* evening. 
U.S. officials said Fahmy’s 


first session with Kissinger at 
the State Department on Mon­ 
day was “a considerable step 
forward” that may accelerate 
the peacemaking process. Fah­ 
my delivered a message from 
Egyptian President Anwar Sa­ 
dat, said a knowledgeable infor­ 
mant, and is reported to have 
stressed 
that 
a number 
of 
states, 
including 
Egypt 
and 
Syria, are prepared to accept 
Israel's sovereignty as a hard 
fact of life. 
Kissinger 
and 
Fahmy met 
again 
Tuesday 
morning 
and 
continued 
their 
discussion; 
through lunch. They plan to see 
Nixon at the White House on 
Wednesday. 
The two key issues are be­ 
coming entwined In the quick­ 
ened diplomacy. The first is 
Arab insistence on Israeli with­ 
drawal from territory seized on 
the west bank of the Suez canal 
between 
the 
United 
Nations 
cease-fire agreements of Oct. 
22 and Oct 23. The second is 
Israel's demand for an imme­ 
diate exchange of prisoners. 
Dobrynin has been a go-be­ 
tween in the parallel efforts by 
the United States and the So­ 
viet Union to provide “ good of­ 
fices” 
to 
both 
enforce 
the 
cease-fire resolutions and to lay 
the groundwork for negotiations 
between Israel and Egypt for a 
perm anent sett lement. 
The State Department, which 
at the height of the fighting 
called 
an 
early prisoner ex­ 
change a priority item, has now- 
begpn to relate the dispute to 
Egypt’s 
territorial 
claims.

which brings the two issues to­

Judge Sirica Will Receive 


Detailed Analysis of Tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
White House will submit to fed­ 
eral Judge John J. Sirica a de­ 
tailed analysis of the presiden­ 
tial Watergate tape recordings 
for an item-by-item ruling on 
what portions will be withheld 
from the Watergate grand jury. 
The 
procedure, 
worked out 
Tuesday by Sirica with White 
House counsel J. Fred 
Buz- 
hardt. follows the Oct. 12 direc­ 
tive of the U.S. Court of Ap­ 
peals that the judge may de­ 
cide wrhat parts fall in the cate­ 
gories of executive privilege or 
national security. 
* Before the court examines 
the materials if will hear argu­ 
ment in closed session on the 
various claims of privilege,” Si­ 
rica said in a brief statement.

former aides John D. Ehrlich- 
man.

Trend of Independence 


Although the Middle East w ar once again 
dem onstrated the ease with which world 
powers can be brought into confrontation, 
the United Nations has a problem of an 
entirely different nature. It is that the over­ 
whelming power of that organization is 
controlled by the smallest countries, at 
least in the General Assem bly.. 
Of the 135 present m em bers of the U \, 
six contain more than half the w orld’s 
population. But they have no m ore voting 
or debating privileges than the other 129. It 
is the ministates which effectively rule the 
UN, because they effectively control the 
voting power. 
W hether this is good or bad on balance 
depends upon the perspective. Dissipating 
UN influence among small states with little 
or no m ilitary might may have lessened the 
chance for superpower threats, but it also 
has enhanced prospects for squabbles bet­ 
ween the ministates spilling over into the 
world body.

More than one-fourth of the UN m em ber­ 
ship consists of countries with populations 
sm aller than the states of Mississippi or 
Oklahoma. FYospects are good that m ore 
m em bers will be coming into the UN with 
populations no la rg e r than those of 
m oderate to small American cities. 


Among independent states not yet m em ­ 
bers are at least seven with populations of 
less than 100.000. Another new country will 
be formed next February when G renada, 
an island in the West Indies, is scheduled to 
m ark its independence from Britain. 


■ As indicated by the num ber of newly 
em erging small states, the dream of 
independence is stronger today perhaps 
than it has ever been. If that spirit can be 
used as a leveling influence in world 
politics, It may be worth the difficulty 
m any of the new nations arc experiencing 
in self-government.

Newspaper Directs 
Quip at Lamplighter

; This columnist has to adm it to being a little thick 
between the ears when it com es to understanding 
.all of the wry humor and innuendos of an editor who 
was a m em ber of Pottstow nV intelligentsia of the 
19th Century. 


But if we are any judge of the E nglish language at 
ail, we take from the following quip that the lam ­ 
plighter of Pottstown had instructions from Town 
Council to turn the lam ps up brighter on dark 
nights, and trim the wick down to save fuel when 
the moon was full. 


The quip from the Nov. 13, 1878 Ledger: 
“ Was fehlt mid der borough lam p-lighter last 
night? Something unusual to see all the streets lam ­ 
ps burning full blast in the face of the m an in the 
. 
moon. Perhaps he (the lam p-lighter, not the m an in 
the moon) consulted the wrong alm an ac.” 


If they actually placed this much reliance upon 
the moonlight in those days, and felt the streets of. 
town to be safe under these conditions, then we 
have come a long way since 1878—and not in the 
right direction. Light today is considered one of the 
most effective deterrents to purse snatchings, 
muggings and knifings. 


Of course, this is not as uncom plicated as first 
ap p e a ra n ce s would indicate. Many m otorists 
passing a helpless girl in the act of being molested 
have ignored her heartrending cries and laid their 
shoe m ore heavily upon the gas. How m any people 
— even ' ‘neighbors” — have looked the other way in 
the alm ost daily newspaper reports from other 
cities! 
Again, unscrupulous lawyers in some cases have 
been the cause for this modern-day reaction, for 
there have been innocent “ good.-Joes” who have 
had to pay with dam age suits stem m ing from trum ­ 
ped up charges, to say nothing of the innocent court 
summons with its wasted tim e, insinuations and 
abuse by opposing councils. In this latter regard — 
the reluctance in rendering assistance to the 
innocent victim — we feel lies the prim ary differen­ 
ce of the 100 year span. It would be difficult to 
document, because not all crim es have been repor­ 
ted. But. it would appear there w ere as m any 
assaults, as many snatchings then as now', in ratio 
to population. Those who doubt this should read the 
hue and cry raised following the Centennial Com­ 
m emoration at Valley Forge when it wras believed 
New' York's organized pickpockets arrived en 
m asse at the Centennial gathering and went 
through the pockets of the assem bled m ultitudes. 
Upon such subjects the local preachers spoke out. 
When we did. our recent column mentioning the 
w itchcraft lecture delivered by the Rev. Charles 
Koem er in the Church of the transfiguration, we 
realized we had not begun to do justice to his 
presentation. A continuation of his thoughts will 
prove interesting. 
“ The great delusion of W itchcraft was endorsed 
by the most leamefJ and em inent men. of the tim es, 
and laws were fram ed to protect the people from 
m achinations of Witches. Even Blackstone was a 
firm believer. It was supposed that W itches had the 
power to transform them selves into rivers, into 
handsome women, into clergym en, and there is a 
dim tradition that upon one occasion one of these’ 
changed himself into a lawyer. 
“ Witches were supposed to ride the air on broom­ 
sticks, distaffs, rakes, and the like, escaping up the 
chimney in the night/and to deceive their husbands 
they placed a billet of wood in the bed beside him. 
They assembled at a common rendezvous, and held 
high and beastly carnival, the head witch having 
the appearance of a black hideous goat, with human 
countenance, before whom the others bowed. They 
drank out of oxhoofs and horses’ skulls, concluding 
with horrid debauchery, the head witch disap­ 
pearing in a flame of fire. 
“ The baleful delusion was accelerated by the 
establishm ent of the Inquisition, and for four cen­ 
turies spread like a terrible epidem ic, and hung like 
a pall of horror over the race. The persecutions of 
women were terrible. The m agic arts were chiefly 
practiced by women. Their excitable tem peram ent 
renders them peculiarly liable to those ecstacies 
which have been associated with th e gifts of 
divination from the priestess of ancient heathen 
oracle down to the medium of m odern Spiritualism. 
"In the bishopric of Bam berg, G erm any, 600 
women were burned alive at the stake in four years. 
At Wurzburg, 900 in the sam e period. In the district 
of L indheim , two-thirds of the people were 
sacrificed in four years ... In F rance witch fires 
blazed in every town, and the courts w ere incessan­ 
tly occupied with witch-trials. In England and 
Scotland the leader in the m ovem ent against witch­ 
craft was one Mathew Hopkins, and all others thus 
■engaged were called Witch finders they moved, 
from town to town destroying the people under san­ 
ction of the law. 


“ Hopkins mode of procedure to discover a witch 
was as follows: He stripped them naked, shaved 
them , and stuck pins in their bodies to discover the 
witch m ark; he wrapped them in sheets with the 
great toes and thumbs tied together together and 
threw them in the water. If they im m ediately sank 
it was a sign of their innocence, if they floated they 
were adjudged guilty. If a witch could not shed 
tears at command, or if they hesitated to repeat the 
lo rd ’s prayer, she was found to be in league with 
the Devil, and condemned to be burned . 
“ An enraged populace finally turned upon this 
m onster and treated him to his own experim ents. 
“ The superstition still lingers in our land, and 
now assum es the form of pow-wowing." 
So powerful was Rev. K oem er’s presentation that 
by the tim e he had finished narrating William 
P enn’s gentle and wise handling of P ennsylvania's. 
W itchcraft trial, it is no wonder the people of 
Pottstown became asham ed and gave tip their 
strange quest for ghosts.

Children's Letters 
Press Agentry Costing Public Money

HARRISBURG — Press agen­ 
try is big business within Penn­ 
sylvania’s bureaucratic realm on 
Capitol Hill — and it’s costing 
Pennsylvania’s taxpaying tribe a 
pretty penny for the useless clap­ 
trap these praise people turn out 
to fill wastebaskets. 


More delicately known as 
“public relations” experts, con­ 
sultants. directors of public 
ed uc 1 1 io n , 
in fo r m a tio n 
specialists or any other flattering 
title, these gems of the blah-blah 
brigade have flourished and 
floundered under the Shapp 
adm inistration in sporting 
fashion. 


On a conservative estimate it’s 
costing Pennsylvania’s con­ 
tributors to the realm around $3 
million a year to field these 
praisc-the-boss efforts — not 


counting such irritating side 
items as the paste pots, pencils, 
typewriter ribboas and the host of 
paraphernalia that goes to make 
up a fitting bureaucratic office. 


And on top of this most of the 
drivel issued by this amorphic 
arm of bureaucracy ik nothing, 
more than just that — drivel; 
invariably designed to give the 
' ‘fa v o r a b le ” 
sid e of an 
administrative action for inac­ 
tion (and in most instances rarely 
constitutes art actual “news” 
release. 


But perhaps equally irritating 
to the news media in the field — 
that is, throughout Pennsylvania 
— is the fumbling, bumbling 
w a s te , 
in e ffic ie n c y 
and 
unadulterated gaininity that 
em bellishes this bureaucratic 
praise agency effort a taxpayer 
expense. 


To news editors, who rely on 
the impartial and disinterested 
(from a political—bureaucratic 
standpoint» reporting of state 
government doings from a corps 
of m ore than a score of 
p r o fe ssio n a l Capitol 
Hill 
newsmen (paid not bv taxpayers 
but by private news media 
monies) 
government “public 
relations” would be a joke if it 
weren't so serious an offense 
from the standpoint of attempted 
news management and waste of 
taxpayer funds. 


Illustrating this point was a 
recent editorial in the Greenville 
Rccord-Argus in Mercer County 
in Western Pennsylvania which, 
in referring to the bureaucratic 
propaganda mill here, pointed to 
a single day's mail, saying: 


“Just one of the several mail 
pickups we make each day con­ 


tained four 7Vi % 10'Vi-inch 
envelopes (total first- class 
postage 72 cents) from his 
excellency’s office. 
“These earthshaking handouts 
— two of which were in duplicate 
— consisted of ‘immediate’ news 
releases for Sept, 28. Sept. 30. 
Oct. 1 and Oct. 2. Covering 33 
pages in all, they consisted for 
the most part of announcements 
normally handled by the wire ser­ 
vices (news media financed) on 
' the release date specified by the 
office of the governor. 
‘ What with postal rates about 
to go up if the postmaster general 
has his way. and in view of the 
paper shortage, the governor 
might be able to save more than a 
few dollars here and there if he 
were to look behind the scenes of 
the Harrisburg publicity mill. 
Some other departments of 
governm ent, 
most notably 


agricult ure, are equally at fault.” 
F urther illustrating the 
wastefulness and absurdity of 
Pennsylvania's bureaucratic 
propaganda mill, editor Earl 
Miller noted a ‘news” release 
from the governor’s office dated 
for release Oct. 3 was received — 
Oct 12; another one slated for 
release Oct. 4 (four pages) was 
receiv ed Oct. .13; a third 
m im eographed handout for 
release Oct. 5 was received Oct. 
12 (this listed, his excellency’s 
schedule for the week of Oct. 8), 
and another dated for release 
Oct. 10 (six pages single-spaced) 
was received Oct. 12. 
Interestingly (and efficiently!) 
all were in duplicate. 
Mailing this bureaucratic junk 
mail is bad enough but the tax­ 
payer cost for the press agentry 
behind it is far worse — and more 
im p ortan tly, unnecessary.

McCormack, nephew of the for­ 
mer speaker of the house, works 
for Canteen, a corporation which 
supplies food to crowds at foot­ 
ball gam es, baseball, tracks, 
even the John F. Kennedy Center 
for the Performing Arts. Jocko is 
a 
la u g h i n g Irishman who 
addresses a golf ball as though he 
forgot the zip nurqter. 
He raps a long ball anywhere. 
As my dear friend and fellow suf­ 
ferer, he knows I hit a short ball

with a long club. Among the 
beautiful courses that have 
played me are the Diplomat, 
[¿ago Mar, Rolling Hills and the 
Presidential, in Florida; Bamm 
Hollow, Old Orchard and the 
Maples in New Jersey; Hillcrest 
in California; and an 18-hole 
roulette wheel in I^as Vegas.

We reached a woodsy town 
called Bolton. There is a sump­ 
tuous country place called the 
International Golf Club Inc. It’s 
the biggest layout I have ever 
seen, and it has exactly 81 mem­ 
bers. 
If it were any more 
exclusive, the place would be 
deserted. 


Jocko got a white cart-with a 
stuttering motor and we drove* 
down the sheer green valleys and 
up the hills. The course has four 
tees: Ladies, Regular, Cham­ 
pionship and Tiger. Billy Casper 
and Gary Player tried the Tiger 
tees. Casper carded 85; Player 
got 81. 


The sixth hole is 695 yards, par 
6. This one runs up a broad alley 
of pin oaks, makes a dog leg left, 
then, after a second long wood 
shot, makes another left turn 
toward the distant green. 


The length from the Tiger tee to 
the Ladies is 260 yards, which I 
can make in a shot and a half. 
The third hole is only 660 yards, 
par 5 .1 remained in the cart. 


The fairways are long and 
broad, except for the 18th. The 
finishing hole is 655 yards, par 5. 
ana the golfer drives out of a 
narrow chute of trees. No hooks, 
no slices allowed. 


The greens are enormous and 
undulating. I saw a few' where a 
golfer could be “on” and still be a 
chip shot from the pm. I stood in . 
one of the bunkers and saw that it 
was two stories deep. The more 1 
studied it the less sympathy I had 
for the place. The opening nine is 
par 39; the home nine is 38. a total 
of 77 strokes, not counting 
cerebrals. • 


Most intriguing to me was the 
16th. It’s a par 'three and the 
“Tigers” tee up on a tall hill. The 
pin is 270 yards down the valley.: 
At a distance of 240 yards there is 
a rock-lined lake, where all 
well-tagged balls disappear. If 
the golfer makes it across the 
lake, the ball must climb a rough 
hill to land on the gTeen. 


I looked at it a long time. “No 
way,” I said, and got back into 
the cart. This torture chamber, 
slightly sm aller than Rhode 


Island, is the pride of a 14-karat 
regular guy named Patrick 
O’Malley. He’s the president of 
Canteen, and he figured that, if 
he couldn’t play the damn game, 
he wanted a course that no one 
else could touch. Pat is a Knight 
of Malta, which will get him in to 
see the Pope but will not help him 
to get a starting lime. 
My knuckles were blue when 
McCormack completed the tour. 
For years I have been aware that 
I 
a m a golf nut, but not 
pathological enough to play the 
International Golf Course. On the 
ride to the airport. I was quiet. I 
kept thinking that there are only 
eight bodies of water, each 
sm aller than I-ake Michigan. 
There can’t be any out-of-bounds 
because nobody can hit that far. 
The course is 8.325 yards long. 
It would make a. great stone 
o r c h a r d for dead golfers.

A source with many connec­ 
tions in Washington suggests a 
hitherto unpublished reason why 
President Nixon waited/or.mon­ 
ths before yielding even a swatch 
of the hotly controversial White 
House tapes. 
“Too much cussing on those 
tapes,” our informer discloses. 
"The President has some pride 
left, and don’t you doubt it for an 
instant. Sure, all sorts of things 
and people have fallen apart all 
around him, and there are 
demands for his impeachment 
from within as well as without the 
party. But the President is the 
man w ho brought religion to the 
East Room, and he’d rather be 
damned, or even become the first 
chief executive to be evicted, 
rather than have the public hear 
him shouting ‘Damn.’

Whatever is on the tapes has 
provoked greater advance 
in terest than alm ost any 
event-to-be in recent memory, 
including speculation about what 
was going to happen in the seven­ 
th game of the World Series 
before the first ball was pitched. 
In the case of the tapes, of course, 
their contents can (1) make the 
P resid en t, 
(2) break the 
President or, (3) leave him just 
about where he was before 
surrendering them in the heat of 
the Constitutional crisis. 
There have been all sorts of 
suspicions expressed in Washing­ 
ton that there is absolutely 
nothing on the tapes to support 
John Dean’s ominous charge 
before the Ervin committee that 
the President knew about the 
Watergate coverup. complimen­ 
ted him, Dean, on his role in 
sweeping the scandal under the 
rug, and that he said there 
shouldn't be too much trouble 
raising a million dollars to silen­ 
ce those who might blow the 
whistle. 


If that proves to be the case, 
millions of Americans will con­ 
clude that the President has teen 
cruelly persecuted without cause, 
and that he was absolutely right 
in maintaining the rights and 
privileges of the executive bran­ 
ch of the government. His Gallup 
rating will promptly gallop uphill 
again, and he will be remem­ 
bered once more as the President 
who ended the Cold War with 
China and Russia, shut down the 
Hot War in Indochina, brought 
the boys home, and freed the 
prisoners of war.

Cox Takes Blame for 'News Leak' in ITT Suit

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Ousted special Watergate pros­ 
ecutor Archibald Cox testified 
Tuesday he may have been the 
indirect source of a story that 
President Nixon ordered the 
Justice Department not to ap­ 
peal one phase of the ITT anti­ 
trust case 
The- White House, acknowl­ 
edging Nixon once told former 
A l l y . Gen. Richard G. Klein- 
dienst not to make the appeal, 
said Cox's testimony illustrates 
"th e partisan attitude that 
characterized his activities in 
recent months.” 
Deputy Press Secretary Ger­ 
ald L. Warren also defended 
Nixon’s action, saying: "He had 
every right as President of the 
United States to discuss an­ 
titrust policy with the Justice 
Department.”

D- 
Mich , and Edward M. Kenne­ 
dy, D Mass., and two of their 
Tax Reform is Added 
To Debt Ceiling Bill 


WASHINGTON (API - The 
House Rules Committee Tues­ 
day sent to the floor a bill hiki ng 
the nation’s debt ceiling, but 
under terms that could turn the 
bill into a vehicle for tax reform 
and a social security benefit 
increase. 
The 9-5 committee vote was a 
defeat for the Nixon adminis­ 
tration. which has threatened a 
possible veto if tax reform and a 
social security benefit boost 
were put on the debt ceiling bill. 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee leaders had also opposed 
lumping the various measures 
together. 
In the Senate, meanwhile, the 
F in an c e 
Committee gam e 
unanimous approval to a bill to 
in c re a se Social S ecu rity 
benefits by 7 percent. The panel 
had voted for such an increase a 
month ago, and Tuesday’s ac­ 
tion sends the bill to the full 
Senate for debate. 


The House was expected to 
act on the debt-ceiling bill Wed­ 
nesday. 
• Secretary of the Treasury 
George P. Shultz, claiming 
President Nixon should "never 
submit, to blackmail,” has told 
the Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee that he would urge a veto if 
tax reform and Social Security 
benefit-boosts are put on the 
debt ceiling bill. 


The legislation would hike the 
public debt ceiling to $#78 billion 
through June 30,1974. The limit 
now is $465 billion and, unless

Revenue Code Before taking up 
the measure itself, the House 
will first have to approve the 
Rules Com mittee’s plan of 
action. 
The action by the Rules Com­ 
mittee was a victory for Rep. 
Charles A. Vanik, D-Ohio, a 
member of the Wav’s and Means 
Committee 
Vanik's effort to 
have the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee consider adding Social 
Security and tax changes was 
defeated by 20 to 3 last Thur­ 
sday. 
Vanik’s proposal to amend 
'the debt-ceiling bill to increase 
Social Security benefits would 
provide a 7 per cent increase 
effective Jan. 1, 1974, payable in 
checks received in February. 
It would replace a 5.9 per cent 
increase already due to take 
effect July 1,1974.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Al­ 
though contributions are still 
arriving, the Spiro Agnew De­ 
fense Fund apparently will not 
collect enough money to pay the 
former vice president's legal 
expenses.

Pilots Alone Are Responsible 


In Area Stores 
For Landing at Two Fields 


After years in the printing 
business, Neil Mahr is worried 
abou t the paper shortage. 
‘I ’ve never seen anything 
like it,” said the printer, who 
operates a full line print shop on 
Mahr Road in Sanatoga. “Cer­ 
tain types of paper have been 
discontinued. The paper mills 
are so booked up that normal 
delivery now takes four to six 
weeks instead of a week to 10 
days, and a lot of mills aren’t 
even taking new customers."* 
Fortunately the-shortage 
hasn’t crimped his business, 
M ahr said, because the 
customers have been 'under­ 
standing. “They realize that 
nobody can get certain types of 
paper, and that if *hey want a 
certain type stock, they may 
have to wait months for it.” 
Most customers have been 
content to buy a substitute, he 
reported. 
“ Envelope manufacturers 
are th re e to four weeks 
behind.” he continued. "It used 
to be you could get envelopes in 
three or four days, if you 
ordered a big shipment . 
“And now, when you call a 
mill you’d better be ready to 
order. We used to call a mill for 
a quote on the cost of various 
kinds of paper," he said. "Now 
they’re so busy they won’t give 
quotes. If you call, you'd better 


place an order, or they won’t 
talk to you. I've never heard of 
anything like it in 35 years.” 
M ahr said the shortage 
became acute two months ago, 
and he doesn’t see relief for 
years. 


BLAME FOR SHORTAGE 
Anti-pollution devices are to* 
blame for the shortage. 
“I read that 12 paper mills 
closed down because they 
couldn’t afford to install! all the 
anit-pollution devices now 
.required,” .said David Bause of 
Bause’s Copy Service, King and 
Hanover streets. 
“And at the same time the 
capacity for paper production is 
decreasing, the demand is 
increasing,” 
The prices have risen as 
much as four times on some 
items in recent weeks, Bause 
said. Mahr expects a whopping 
17 per cent across the board 
increase in the next few mon­ 
ths. 
He said he believed new mills 
were being built which should 
relieve the shortage by 1977 or 
1978, but he doesn’t expect any 
relief now, 
“ I sure wouldn't want to be 
just starting out under these cir­ 
cuit! sta n c e s,” Mahr said. 
“Over the years I’ve developed 
many sources of supplies, and 


my business has grown con­ 
siderably since I started out. # 
But a new printer would find the 
going rough. 


BIG COMPANIES TOO 
“ Even big printing com­ 
panies are having trouble get­ 
ting supplies.” 


Yet even with a paper shor­ 
tage,- Mahr still has to pay 
someone to haul away his scrap 
paper. “ It seems ironic that the 
p a p e r com panies a re n ’t 
recycling more paper, con­ 
sidering the shortage,” he 
revlected. 


Bause said he can get all the 
good quality paper he wants. 
“It’s just the lower grades of 
paper that are non-existent," he 
said. “ The coated stock and 
other kinds of-good quality 
paper are readily available.” 


M any types of special 
stationery are on back order, he 
rem arked. “ If a customer; 
wants an uncommon type of 
paper, he may have to wait 
some time for it,” he said. 
Bause suspects the paper 
companies are using the shor­ 
tage a s a hedge to raise prices. 
“ I think the manufacturers see 
this as an opportunity to 
increase their prices substan-

“Most people can’t tell the 
difference between a No. 4 bond- 
and a No. 5 bond, except that a 
No. 4 bond is more expensive. 
They are very similar, except 
that the cheaper bond doesn't 
have all the ingredients of an 
expensive bond and is probably 
run through the .machine faster. 


“Now it’s a seller’s market, 
and the mills can cut out the low 
price sheets." • 


A customer might have to 
wait two to six months for a 
special type of paper, but 
except for that and low grade 
papers, Smale has a good as­ 
sortment available. 


“I just might have to cut 
waste from a standard sheet,” 
he said, "like cut down a 17*-* 
inch by 2212 inch sheet of paper 
to a 15 inches by 20 inches, or 
something like that,” 


With huge volumes of paper, 
it’s too costly to do, but Smale 
said most of his pnnt jobs are 
10.000 sheets or less. “With 
small jobs, it’s not too expen­ 
sive to use a better grade paper 
or cut down a larger sheet," he 
said.

Trees Need Attention 
For Coming Winter Now 


Now is a good time to prepare 
your trees for the winter, accor­ 
ding to area tree surgeons, and 
the best way to do this is to 
remove dead wood. 
“ Most any time is good to 
remove dead wood," said Alan 
I^evengood of Alan lievengood 
Tree Service, Crest:wood Drive, 
’"but any time from now to 
Spring is an ideal time. ” 
Levengood explained that 
trees are now going into the dor­ 
mant stage, and that if a branch 
is cut off now, the reduced flow 
of sap prevents a shock to the 
tree. - 
v> * 
“Also, if a tree is cut in mid­ 
summer, the sun may cause the 
bark to blister,” levengood 
said. 
lle ven good said to remove a 
limb, first make a cut on the 
underside of the tree about a 
foot from the trunk. Then cut 
from directly above, aiming 
toward the undercut and cutting 
off the main part, of the limb. 
Then make a cut from the top 
of the limb 'down, as close to the 
trunk as possible. If a stump is 
left, it will die back and cause 
rot. 
If the cut is smaller than a 
silver dollar Levengood said, it 
shouldn’t be painted to make it 
heal faster. 


BROWN TREE SERVICE 
Richard S. Brown of Richard 
S Brown Tree Service. Porter’s 
Mill Road, also said now ts a 
good time to prune. 
The main reason to cut dead 
wood is to let the wind blow 
through the tree, instead of 
risking damage to homes and 
the tree caused by severed 
limbs. 
Before doing any puming, one 
should check to he sure that the 
wood to be pruned is really 
dead. 
“The developing buds for all 
trees for next year should be out 
by now,” Brown said. T f the 
buds aren’t there, the limb is 
dead ” 
“To fertilize we drill under 


the branches of the tree, 18 
inches deep and two feet 
apart," Brown said. 
The holes are made in the soil 
with a large electric drill with 
an auger at the end About four 
pounds of fertilizer per inch of 
trunk diameter goes into the 
soil. 
Frank J. Holden of H A M 
Tree Service, Valley View 
Apartments, is also doing a lot 
of pruning at this time. 
H o ld e n 
reco m m en d ed 
removing dead limbs at a 
lateral where a limb joins 
another limb. 


PAINT THE WOUND 
"You should paint the wound 
if it is over Vk inches in 
diameter,” • he advised. “The 
paint is a special preparation 
l|ke tar that repels insects and 
keeps disease from form mg in 
the tree."

Holden emphasized painting 
wounds, because in the spring 
the sap may leak through the 
wounds instead of circulating 
through the tree. 
•Another operation he is per­ 
forming t o w is "rounding off,” 
taking the top off a tree so it 
doesn’t grow higher. This is

when 
the tree is 
overgrown or is rotting from the 
top. 
Holden said trees don’t seem 
to be as hardy as they used to 
be ” 
“ It used to be that if a tree 
had a couple of limbs broken off 
or a hollow spot, it would keep 
growing," he said. 
“Now it seems that the least 
little thing makes a tree die." 
Holden said a lot of pine and 
sycamore trees died this year, 
and Dutch elm disease con­ 
tinues to spread. 
“There are two theories about 
it/* he said. 
"One is that it spreads 
through the root system. The 
other is that it is spread by 
microscopic insects that live in 
a limb until the tree dies, then 
moves to another live elm.”

Both airports have only one 
runway, so each pilot is depen­ 
dent on the compentency of 
others to land and take off 
safely.

trumps and, the question is what 
to do next. 
If he leads a low diamond to 
the jack and the finesse suc­ 
ceeds, he makes the contract 
without further ado. However, 
the finesse offers only a 50 per 
cent chance of success and, if it 
loses, the contract will almost 
surely founder with it. East 
.returns a. diamond and South 
later loses a club. 
Declarer should not adopt this 
method of play. Instead, he 
should plot a different course 
that raises his chances well 
beyond the 50-50 level. 
The line of play that stands 
out a mile lies in cashing the A- 
K of clubs and playing a third 
round of the suit. One possibility 
is that East will win the third 
club, in which case" South can 
claim the rest of the tricks, 
since East will be completely 
hors de combat. 
If West w ins the third club, as 
in the actual, hand, he must 
yield a ruff and discard or 
return a diamond — and if he 
has either the queen or ten of 
diamonds the contract is ice 
cold.. 
If he has the queen, he is 
automatically dead. If he has 
the ten and leads it, covering 
with the jack eliminates the 
diamond loser, while if he plays I 
a low diamond away from the 
ten, declarer simply follows low 
from dummy to trap East’s 
queen.
